“Simon Go Back.” 

The processionist , numbering 
360 were clad In white and carried 
black flags and banners inscribed 
“Simon Go Back,” “No Representa- 
tion No Commission,” .“Unwanted, 
Unwelcome.” They marched 
through the ‘streets ‘vith | motors 
carrying the “national flag,” and 
halted outside the shops which 
were continuing trade calling out 
“shut your shop, it is hartal.” 

Sir John Simon has issued’ a 
statement In which ‘he.says that 
they are deeply impressed with the 
responsibility of their task. The 
Commission will shortly issue a 
statement in regards to the pro- 
posed procedure, which should en- 
tirely dissipate suspicions.
